in the Penitentiary 


For His Connection Wim ine Crookedness

the Case Brlfily and Changes 
HlB Flea From Not Guilty to 


Guilty—History of the Caae. 


Five years at hard labor in the pen- 


itentiary in ColnmbuB. 


That was the sentence passed upon 


James M. Wall, late cashier of • the 
Farmers National bank of this city, by 
Judge Taft, of the United States cir- 
cuit court, in Cincinnati, this morning. 


Mr, Wall, it will be remembered, in 


connection with J. Ii. Watkins, form- 
erly vice-president of the bank, was in- 
dicted by the United States grand jury 
for making false returns to the comp- 
troller as to the condition of the bank. 
There were forty-eight counts in each 
indictment. 
Owing to the serious ill- 


ness of Mr. Watkins, the case was post- 
poned until the spring term of court. 
Both defendants pleaded not guilty and 
gavo bond. When the date for the 
trial approached Mr. Watkins' health 
was still in a precarious condition, and 
he could not be brought back from 
California for trial. 
It'was decided to 


go ahead with Mr. Wall's case, and it 
came up this morning in the circuit 
court. 


A number of Portsmouth people were 


summoned as •witnesses. 
Among them 


were Hon. Jas. W. Newman, H. S. 
Grimes, Floyd L. Smith, W. A. Mo- 
Farlin, L. D. York, M. Stanton, A. T. 
Holcomb, David Armstrong, the re- 
ceiver of the bank, and others. Some 
of thorn were summoned by ih« defense 
to testify to the good standing and 
character of the accused. 
The defend- 


ant, Mr. Wall, and his attorney, Hon. 
A. O. Thompson, went down yesterday 
afternoon. 


When the case came up for trial, 


Judge Thompson addressed the court 
on behalf of Mr. Wall. 
He reviewed 


the case briefly and made a'strong plea 
for his client, asserting, that he was 
only technically guilty and was not 
benefited in any way. He then with- 
drew the plea of not guilty and an- 
nounced thut the accused desired to en- 
ter a plea of guilty. It is understood 
that Judge Taft consented to hear the 
evidence ns to the standing and char- 
acter of tho accused in this community. 


Judge Tafc then pnssed sentence. He 


reviewed the case briefly tind said thai 
under the circumstances ho was dis- 
posed to be as lenient as was possible 
under the law. 
Ho therefore imposec 


the minimum sentence, which was five 
years in the penitentiary. 


Mr. Wall will probably enter upon 


his sentence at once. It ia passible that 
he may secure a pardon before his term 
is out, as his friends are already talk 
ing of petitions. 


While it ia always a matter of_ regre 


to seo a man punished for any crime 
still 
the present case will have 


salutary effect. 
It ia only to be re 


gretted that some other cases did no 
come under the jurisdiction of the 
United States courts. 


Mr. Wall may not have profited in 


any way. 
The probabilities are that 


he did not. But he certainly knew, 
or ought to have known of the condi- 
tion of affairs, and it is but just to $he 
depositors and stockholders that the 
law should take its course.

Some time ago he "saw an advertise- 
ment of a lot for sale near Camp Mo- 
Colloch. The name, the advertisement, 
or something about the incident 
at 


iraoted his attention and he came to 
Portsmouth. From here he • went to 
Camp McCollooh and inspected the sur- 
rounding territory. It struck his fancy 
and he decided to establish there a 
country home, He consulted a lawyer, 
whom he commissioned to secure a 
ihousand acres of land in that vicinity. 
3e wanted a dominion of his own, 
wanted to be monarch of all the eye 
surveyed; He wanted at least a thous 
and acres, no less. This he considered 
necessary to establish the home he had 
planned.

Owners of land in Rush township are 


considerably worked up over the mat- 
ter, and their desire to reap a rich har- 
vest may result in the abandonment of 
the project and thus deprive them of a 
purchaser at any price. It is, however, 
only natural that they should get as 
much as possible out of the scheme, 
and some will hold on to the end.

prosy debate of recent days that .the 
•enator was accorded close attention 
End twice received the hearty applause 
of crowded galleries. The speech was 
In support of a resolution introduced 
by the Illinois senator directing the 
committee on rules to report a rule by 
which debate could be closed and the , 
previous question ordered. 


In this connection Mr. Mason sar- 


castically referred to the inaction of 
the senate on all great questions be- 
fore it; the long and fruitless debate 
on Cuba; the delay of the arbitration 
treaty and the inability to say wheth- 
er our difficulties are to be settled by 
arbitration or by the methods of Cor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons. 


It was time, he said, to send the 


senate into dry dock and rid it of ac- 
cumulated barnacles. . Mr. 
Hoar 
of 


Massachusetts replied briefly, pointing 
out that the other branch of congress 
•was more open to criticism than the 
•enate. He was in accord with 
Mr. 


Mason, however, on the need of new 
rules. 


A vote was tafcen on Mr. Gorman's 


motion to refer the Mason resolution 
to the rules committee, which pre- 
vailed—yeas, 32; nays, 24. A further 
discussion of the subject is promised, 
as Mr. Hoar has a pending resolution 
to discharge the committee on rules 
from further considering the reform 
of the rules. Most of the day was 
fiven 
to the bankruptcy bill. The

rhe Speaker Receives a Labor Delegation. 


Tariff llits Right of Way. 


"Washington, April 22. — Speaker 


Reed 
gave an interesting talk upon 


the present policy of the house and 
incidentally declared his views upon 
labor organizations in the course of 
one of the conferences which are of 
dally occurrence in 
the 
speaker's 


room 


A delegation from 
the American 


Federation of Labor, headed by Sam- 
uel Gompers, the chief officer of the 
order, called to request action by the 
speaker and the house on matters in 
which the Federation is interested. 


They presented a memorial asking 


the appointment of 
Representative 


Gardner of New Jersey to the com- 
mittee on labor, and also 
suggested 


amendments to the eight hour laws. 
The speechmaking on the part of the 
Federation was done by Mr. Gompers 
and P. J. McGuire. 


Speaker Reed in reply expressed ap- 


preciation of the moderate and rea- 
eonable attitude of the laboring men. 
The labor organization, he said, waa 
a 
necessary concomitant of the fac- 


tory system. While in the old days 
laborers had been individually inde- 
pendent, the growth of the factory 
system had forced them to organize 
for the preservation of their rights 
and interests. 


He believed that results 
beneficial 


to humanity were coming from those 
organizations. 


While reforms of the class they 


spoke of move slowly, they did move. 
Public sentiment was now much more 
tolerant of the eight hour law than it 
had been 10 years ago. He could re- 
member 
when every laboring man 


•was expected to w*rk 12 hours. 


Referring to congressional 
action, 


the speaker said thai only one thing 
could be done at a time, and he was 
certain all would agree that the flrst 
to be done by congress now was to 
arrive at a decision on the pending 
tariff bill one way or 
another. 
He 


hoped the delegation would use its in- 
fluence to 
mould public opinion to 


ask for as speedy action on the tariff 
bll as could be obtained. It was not 
thought best for the house to 
deal 


with other mutters until that question 
was out of the way, because any ac- 
tion taken there might complicate and 
delay action on the tariff, which all 
must concede to be necessary. 


NINETY MILLIONS 


Worth 
of Agricultural 
Property Snb- 


meri;c<l In I.ouixifina. 


Washington, April 22.—The bureau 


of statisticB of the treasury depart- 
ment haa made the following report 
on the damage caused by the Missis- 
sippi river flood: 


"Since the publication on April 12 


of a statement relative to the.agricul- 


tural interests of the submerged dis- 
tricts of thfe Mississippi valley south 
of Cairo, I.Js., th<e area under water 
has been considerably extended. 


'This extension is below Vicksburg, 


Miss., but an the right or west side 
of the river, and Is mainly due to a 
break, 2,000 feet in width, in the levee 
at Biggs. The 
outflow of water at 


this point has totally submerged four 
parishes of Louisiana and partially 
overflowed five others, while 'a break 
at Lafourche crossing, in the southern 
part of the same state, has resulted 
In the submergence of an additional 
area of nearly 300 square miles in La- 
fourche and Terrebonne parishes. 


"In this newly submerged region 


there was *r. 1890 a total area of over 
1,000,000 rfres, of which 420,000 were 
'tnproved. Of tills last 
mentioned 


ir'ea 213,000 "acres', or over one-half, 
were last year devoted to cotton, over 
81,000 acres to corn and 6,000 acres to 
sugar cane. 


"The total of ?90,17C,177 will repre- 


sent the approximate value of the ag- 
ricultural property of the submerged 
region." 


Go to a Conference. 


Washington, April 22. — The

Arrest of a Counterfeiter. 


Washington, April 22.— Chief Hazen 


of the secret service has received a 
telegram stating that James Foley, 
who escaped from jail at Joliet, Ills., 
March 22 last, where he was awaiting 
trial on the charge of counterfeiting, 
had been arrested in New York 
on 


another charge of counterfeiting, giv- 
ing his name as John O'Keefe. It is 
learned at the secret service bureau 
that Foley's 'right name is John W. 
Murray, and that' his home is in Cin- 
cinnati. 
The records 
of the secret 


service are said to show that Murray 
has been arrested nine different times 
for counterfeiting and has been con- 
victed seven times. 


To PreTent Spread of Sheep Scab. 


Washington, April 22. — The agri- 


cultural department has received re- 
ports of large shipments of sheep from 
the stock ranges of the west into the 
corn belt. It is asserted that there is 
a large percentage of sheep scab ex- 
isting on the ranges and that this 
will be spread by tire transmigration 
of the sheep. While the disease is not 
known to be materially more exten- 
sive than in recent seasons, it is suf- 
ficiently general to cause alarm among 
the agricultural authorities, and steps 
have been taken to enforce the law 
and 
prevent the sending 
of sheep 


from one state into another. 


An Important Opinion. 


Washington, April 22.—The attorney 


general has rendered an opinion 
to 


the secretary of the treasury in which 
he holds that, under the joint resolu- 
tion of congress suspending the oper- 
ation of certain parts of the immigra- 
tion laws so as to admit foreigners to 
he employed in various capacities in 
connection with the Nashville expo- 
sition, the secretary has the right to 
limit the number to be so admitted.

Those not present even by proxy were 
Deboo, "Whitaker, Stout, Norman and 
Jasper. Present, 70; 36 necessary to 
a cboico. Mr. R. R. Morgan's proxy 
In the banes of Mr. George W. Lie- 
bsrth Ki&li-ucting him to cast his vote 
for 
Judge Holt. Mr. G. P. Thomas 


showed up with a telegram author- 
izing him to cast his proxy for Hon. 
W. J. Deboe. There was of course a 
wrangle over this, but the chair de- 
cided the question would not be passed 
upon until the voting was hegun. 


Mr. Howard fnen read the commu- 


nication from Dr. Hunter in which he 
formaly withdrew from the senatorial 
contest. 


Among 
other 
things Dr. Hunter, 


after thanking his supporters, says: 


"It is needless that I should recount 


how, that political animosities on the 
one hand, joined with jealousies and 
dissensions among those claiming to

feat on every ballot. "Whatever may 
have been done by those who have op- 
posed me from the beginning to ac- 
complish my defeat, I must beg to as- 
sure you and the world that I have a 
consciousness of the rectitude and the 
purity of al my conduct and purposes 
throughout

this fierce struggle, 


which I would not exchange for any 
office or trust. 


"To me it is a source of untold 


gratification that the almost universal 
judgment of the good men of all par- 
ties vindicate me from such aspersions 
which would never have 
been cast 


upon me but for the purpose of ac- 
complishing my dofeat. 


"As a loyal Republican I recognize 


that our party is 
infinitely greater
